Student Senate Meeting 
Hears Center Director 


Dean Austin 
Will Resign 
This Summer 

Dean of Students Horace 
B. Smith has announced the 

addition of two new members 
to his office staff for fall of 
1968-1969. 

In the Dean of Men’s Of¬ 
fice, Mr. Donald G. Sexton 
will become the second As¬ 
sistant Dean of Students, 
the postlon that Mr. Ray¬ 
mond Stokes presently oc¬ 
cupies alone. 

Mr. Sexton Is presently at¬ 
tending the University of Ten¬ 
nessee at Knoxville, where 
he Is worklngtowardhls Ph.D, 
In Educational Administra¬ 
tion. His work will pri¬ 
marily t* concerned with the 
supervision of student organ¬ 
izations on campus. 

The Dean of Women’s Of¬ 
fice will be newly occupied 
next fall. Mrs. Julia Aust¬ 
in, presently serving as UTM 
Dean of Women, has submit¬ 
ted her resignation which be¬ 
comes effective June 14, 1968. 
Her position will be filled 
by Miss Billy Hashe, who Is 
presently completing her 
M. A. In Administration at 
UT Knoxville. 

The Dean of Students of¬ 
fice Is primarily concerned 
with student affairs, campus 
disciplinary actions, health 
services, and guidance. 


The UTM Student Senate 
met Tuesday night, May 7, 
with Steve Davis, newly 
elected Student Government 
President, presiding. 

The meeting opened with 
an explanation by University 
Center director Russell Dun¬ 
can of the operation of vending 
machines on campus. He 
pointed out that profits from 
vending machines In dormi¬ 
tories are put into the indivi¬ 
dual dormitory’s fund and that 
profits from vending machines 
in academic buildings go to¬ 
ward the operation of the Uni¬ 
versity Center. 

Duncan also added that a 
contract that will put milk 
machines In all dormitories 
has been negotiated with the 
Pure Milk Company of Ful¬ 
ton, Ky. Concerning ciga¬ 
rette machines in dormitor¬ 
ies, Duncan said that he 
thought the problem will even¬ 
tually be worked out. 

When questioned on the 
Universty Center’s check¬ 
cashing service, the center 
director pointed out that the 
information desk is set up to 
rash checks for the students 
and that existing facilities ran 
t>e expanded to accommodate 
needs that arise. 

The Senate discussed the 


possibility of a five-day meal 
ticket In addition to the quar¬ 
terly ticket now sold. Dun¬ 
can said that the five-day 
system was under conside¬ 
ration, but that the cafeteria 
was Interested in satisfying 
the largest number of peo¬ 
ple. 

Bobby Mayfield raised the 
question of telephones in dor¬ 
mitories. He said that next 
year the women’s dormitor¬ 
ies would have expanded 
switchboard facilities. 

Davis then told the Senate 
that a Student Directory will 
be available next fall for the 
entire student body. He said 
that it might be sold for a 
small fee, but that It would 
be available to all students 
for the first time. 

Eddie Calhoun presented 
an amendment to the Student 
Government Constitution con¬ 
cerning the Student Court. The 
context of the bill follows: 

“Section 2: The Student 
Court shall consist of a Chief 
Justice and seven Associate 
Justices, Including at least one 
but not more than two women 
appointed by the Student

State Commission 
Requests UTM Report 


Die state Commission m 
Higher Education has request¬ 
ed all public colleges and uni¬ 
versities in Tennessee, in¬ 
cluding UTM, to prepare 
statements summarlzlngthelr 
proposed roles and functions 
within the total state system 
of higher education, according 
to an announcement last week 
by Dr. Archie Dykes, UTM 
Vice President and Chancel¬ 
lor. 

The statements represent 
one phase of a total examina¬ 
tion of higher education In the 
state, the announcement point¬ 
ed out, which Is expected to 
affect the future of all higher 
education Institutions for se¬ 
veral decades to come. 

“We are In the process of 
preparing such a report for 
The University of Tennessee 
at Martin,” Dr. Dykes said. 

Asked to comment on what 
the total study might mean 
for UTM’s future, Dr. Dykes 
said: 

“The strongest force on 
our campus Is our student 
body. One of my very large 
concerns is In rallying the 
students around the univer¬ 
sity as an Institution.” 

"Without the concern and 
support of the students, the In¬ 
stitution cannot really make 
the progress we would all like 
to see-faculty and students. 
What students do as students 
will have a tremendous 
Impact on the university and 
Its future.”

Ray Lancaster, Associate 
Professor of English, has an¬ 
nounced that Major Donald 
Keyhoe(Unlted States Marine 
Corps Retired) will speak 
In the University Center Ball¬ 
room at 8:00 P. M., Tuesday, 
May 14.

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Telling It Like It Is 

In this our first issue, it seems appropriate thatThe 
Volunteer Spirit make some attempt to introduce itself 
and clarify its objectives. These two tasks are per¬ 
formed in the following paragraphs, although the order 
of presentation does not necessarily represent priority. 

First, the University of Tennessee at Martin is in 
the midst of a dynamic, and in some ways critical, trans¬ 
itional period. 

The question seems to be, “Can this institution be¬ 
come one of several great universities in Tennessee, 
or is it destined to play a much smaller role as an 'ed¬ 
ucational afterthought’ in the state?’’ The answer to 
that question -and the future of UTM for the next several 
decades-depends to a very large extent upon the quality 
of academic life on our campus and the vitality and in¬ 
terest of our growing student body. 

These ingredients cannot be brought in from outside: 
they depend instead upon interested, spirited, concerned 
dialogue between all the groups who make up the UTM 
community. Our primary objective, then, is to contri¬ 
bute to and nurture discussion on campus, as one means 
of raising the level of interest in the institution as a 
whole. 

Discussion depends upon accurate information; there¬ 
fore, a second function we hope to perform involves 
adequate and complete coverage of all campus activitles- 
student, faculty and administrative. 

Third, we wish to state as plainly and unequivocally 
as possible that The Volunteer Spirit begins publication 
with no cause, bias, or “anti ” in mind. It is not our 
purpose-nor, we feel, should it be anyone’s- to divide 
or disrupt the progress and life of this university. 

In regard to our financial status, we must admit 
to a degree of uncertainty at the present. It is our hope 
that advertising revenue will soon make our operation 
self-sustaining, and advertising is being earnestly sought. 

For the moment, we are also accepting contributions 
from interested individuals or groups to help meet print¬ 
ing costs for the first few issues. This will not, however, 
be a permanent situation. 

Finally, in seeking a free and concerned discussion 
of all the issues or problems facing our campus, we 
invite comment from any source in the form of letters 
to the editor. A note on this page explains the necessary 
procedure.

Lewis E. Larson, Associate 
Director of Alumni and Place¬ 
ment, pointed out this week 
tha each candidate for a de¬ 
gree is required to file com¬ 
plete personnel material with 
the Committee on Appoint¬ 
ments and Alumni. This can 
be done through the Placement 
Office , located in Room 200, 
Hall-Moody Administration 
Building.

Required To File Forms 
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First Summer Orientation 
Previews University Life 


New Meek Library Dedicated 


An estimated 225-250per- 
sons attended UTM’s first 
summer school orientation 
program, Saturday, April 27, 
from 9 a.m. to 3 p.m. on the 
UTM campus. Mr. George 
Thomas, UTM admissions 
counselor, estimated that 
about 125 of the group were 
prospective students, but that 
probably only about 100 of 
these would acutally register 
for the summer quarter. 

The purpose of the orien¬ 
tation was to acquaint new stu¬ 
dents with benefits that UTM 
offers as well as the general 
character of university life. 

More freshman are ex¬ 
pected to enter this summer 
than ever before, Thomas 
noted, and the current accep¬ 
tance of new students Is up 
approximately 25 per cent. 
Last summer, 1029 students 
attended the first session 
while 801 enrolled for the 
second term. Estimates this 
summer call for 1130 and 900 
for the two sessions. 

The students and parents 
who attended the orientation 
met with Chancellor Archie 
R. Dykes in the University 
Center to outline the program 
for the day. From there they 
went to the business office to 
discuss financial aspects of 
the summer program. After 
lunch and a free period to 
look over the campus, the stu¬ 
dents and parents spoke with 
die Student Government. Dur¬ 
ing the meeting the students 
and parents were asked for 
their opinions of the campus. 

Mr. Thomas pointed out 
that the summer session of¬ 
fers many special advantages 
to new students: 

0) The student can get a 
full quarter’s work done in 
the summer and may complete 
requirements for a degree in 
three calendar years; 

( 2) He will receive more 
Individual attention because 
the classes are smaller; 

(3) He will find that the 
schedule is more regular be¬ 
cause the same classes meet 
each day; 

(4) He will find fewer dis¬ 
tractions because the events 
and social activities are not 
the kind that compels one to 
go;

William Snyder’s pro¬ 
duction of THE CAINE 
MUTINY COURT MARTIAL, 
a play adapted by Herman 
Wouk from his successful 
novel THE CAINE MUTINY, 
closed at the Vanguard 
Theatre on campus Saturday 
night, May 4, after playing to 
capacity audiences on four 
successive evenings. 

The production requires 
high praise, for It carried 
Wouk’s somewhat too-cere- 
bral play above mediocrity on 
the sheer strength of direct¬ 
orial skill and surprisingly 
powerful acting. 

The play needs no recount¬ 
ing here: it and the parent 
novel were stage hit and best¬ 
seller respectively. It should 


be mentioned, however, that 
as drama it Is troubled by 
an uneven pace which at times 
wears on the viewers patience. 
It Is also fair to note that 
despite a generally power¬ 
ful second act, its last scene 
appears contrived. 

All this Isbesioethe really 
Important fact, though, which 
is that we have on campus 
in the person of William Sny¬ 
der not only dlstlnqulshed 
playwright but an increasingly 
accomplished director. The 
play requires forceful direct¬ 
ing and received It in this 
production. 

This should be especially 
encouraging from the point of 
view of the student interested 
in testing his acting ability 
here -there Is every Incentive 
to do so. 

Outstanding In individual 
performances were Robert 
Todd as the unstable and vola¬ 
tile Queeq, George Thomas 
as judge advocate Challee, 
Frank James Price II as 
defense counsel Greenwald, 
and Phil Page, a newcomer 
to the Vanguard stage, as de¬ 
fendant Maryk. 

Todd’s performance was, 
as has been true In past pro¬ 
ductions, superb.

Be Ready By FaK-t968

James O. Jones, Head of 
the UTM Engineering Depart¬ 
ment, delivered a lecture 
Tuesday, May 7, In EPS 204 
on the proposed Engineering 
Technology Program t o be 
initiated here next fall. 

Sponsored by the Martin 
Chapter of the Tennessee So¬ 
ciety of Engineers, the talk 
was held In answer to requests 
by many Interested students. 

Mr. Roy H. Johansen, Jr. 
president of the UTM chapter 
of the T.S.P.E., introduced 
Mr. Jones to an audience of 
about fifty students and facul¬ 
ty. 

Jones Informed his au¬ 
dience otf the unusual amount 
of work Involved and the com¬ 
plications that arise In devis¬ 
ing, proposing, and Initiating 
such a program. 

He pointed out that this 
program Is still tentative,' 
pending the approval of the 
State Commission on Higher 
Education, and that a decision 
will possibly come sometime 
In June. He noted that the 
Board of Trustees of the uni¬ 
versity has already approved 
the proposal. 

“There Is a wide gap be¬ 
tween the fields of technician 
and engineer,” Jones said, 
“and Tennessee has been 
behind In filling this gap un¬ 
til recent federal aid was ob¬ 
tained.” 

The program will offer 
Instruction In the three follow¬ 
ing fields: (1) mechanical, 
which Includes drawing, de¬ 
sign and machine design; (2) 
electrical, which emphasizes 
the distribution of power; and 
(3) surveying, which Jones 
says will offer better cour¬ 
ses than in the present civil 
engineering course.

"This program Is directed 
principally to Individuals that 
are Interested in engineer¬ 
ing, but just aren’t capable 
of the work required In the 
present engineering currlcu- 
lums, Jones said, but It “Is 
not one where loafers can get 
a Bachelor of Science De¬ 
gree.” 

The Engineers Council for 
Professional Development has 
approved and recommended 
the title of Engineering Tech¬ 
nologist for the graduate of 
the program. The Bachelor 
of Science In Engineering 
Technology Degree will re¬ 
quire twelve quarters of work. 

The program Involves a 
co-operative program which 
Industry similar to UT*s pre¬ 
sent Co-op program with other 
engineering fields. 

J.R. Burdette, UTM Assis¬ 
tant Professor of Engineering, 
feels that If this program Is 
carried through, UTM will 
be "the Engineering Tech¬ 
nology school of the nation.” 

If approved, the first two 
years of the program would 
be offered beginning In the 
fall of 1968, and include theo¬ 
retical and basic courses. The 
last six quarters would offer 
more laboratory and applied 
theory work than existing en¬ 
gineering programs. 

About fifty new courses 
are Involved and the first 
graduating class would re¬ 
ceive degrees in th fall of 
1971.

Music Funds Sought 

An application for fede¬ 
ral funds to finance a sum¬ 
mer Institute on the use of 
music in meeting the needs 
of underprivileged children Is 
being prepared by UTM music 
education instructor Donald 
Goss for the Music Depart¬ 
ment. 

The application will be 
made under the Education 
Professions Development Act, 
Goss said, and proposes such 
an Institute for elementary 
classroom teachers to begin 
In the summer of 1969 on 
the UTM campus. 

Participants would be from 
a nine-county area in North¬ 
west Tennessee, Goss said. 

Figures from a May, 1965, 
study Indicate that the mean 
annual income for families 
In these nine counties is $2,- 
740,” he said, " with over 
54 percent of the families 
earning less than $3,000 a 
year.” 

This low income causes 
deprivation in cultural and 
social development, Goss as¬ 
serted, as well as obvious 
areas such as food and cloth¬ 
ing. 

He emphasized that the In¬ 
stitute would provide educa¬ 
tional enrichment in music 
which these children would 
not ordinarily receive in the 
home.

Mr. Earl Knepp, Campus 
Engineer for UTM, reports 
that the new Humanities 
Building will be ready for oc¬ 
cupancy by fall quarter, 1968. 
The $1.5 million structure will 
house the English, Math¬ 
ematics, Modern Foreign 
Language, and History De¬ 
partments. The Dean of In¬ 
struction and his staff will 
also have their offices there. 

The building when com¬ 
pleted will be one of the most 
artistically designed buildings 
on campus. The 70,000 
square foot building Includes 
such modern features as 
a special slide - projector 
screen and an elevated lecture 
room. Corridor walls will 
be brick veneered, which will 
mean less maintenance, Knepp 
pointed out. 

Forcum-Lannom General 
Contractors were awarded the 
contract for the building In 
late fall, 1967. Cold and In¬ 
clement weather has hamper¬ 
ed progress through the win¬ 
ter, but Knepp said that un¬ 
usually good weather In re¬ 
cent weeks has enabled the 
contractors to make substan¬ 
tial strides toward comple¬ 
tion. 

Also undergoing con¬ 
struction on the campus Is a 
new girls’ dormitory located 
northeast of Clement Hall. 
This building, a Iso costing ap¬ 
proximately $1.5 million, will 
be one of the most unusual 
In the area, and Is scheduled 
to open by September.

Problems of Under-Achiever 
Considered In Faculty Seminar

Approximately 50 mem¬ 
bers of the UTM faculty and 
staff attended a seminar on 
""Hie Problem of the Under- 
Achiever" held Thursday, 
May 2, at 7:30 p.m. In the 
University Center. 

Speakers Included: Dr. 
Milton Simmons, Assistant 
Professor of Psychology, who 
discussed the causes of under- 
achievement; Dean of Admiss¬ 
ions and Records Henry Alll- 
lsou, on the responsibility of 
the institution to the under¬ 
achiever; and Dr. Jimmy 
Trentiiam, Professor erf Bio¬ 
logy, who discussed ways to 
teach the under-achieving stu¬ 
dent. 

Dr. Norman Campbell, 
Dean of Instruction, mode¬ 
rated the discussion that 
followed. 

Dr. Simmons began by dis¬ 
tinguishing between degrees 
of under-achieving, notingthat 
the term could be defined so 
broadly as to cover everyone. 

The chronic under 
achiever, Dr. Simmons said, 
is the focus of concern be¬ 
cause he, "has erected a de¬ 
fensive structure against feel¬ 
ings of inadequacy and un- 
worthlness which causes him 
to hesitate in committing him¬ 
self." 

The psychologist sug¬ 
gested that, “We needtomake 
it such that the under-achiever 
can really afford to try." 
Changes are needed both In 
parenlal attitudes and In edu¬ 
cational approaches, h e said. 

Dean Allison’s remarks 
dealt with the topic, "Do in¬ 
stitutions of higher learning, 
and specifically UTM, have a 
responsibility to the under¬ 
achiever?” Concluding that 
this institution should be res¬ 
ponsible for and concerned 
about such students, Allison 
pointed out that the available 
research on under-achieve¬ 
ment seems contradictory. 
The problem seems to be in 
diagnosing or recognizing the 
under-achiever in the midst of 
many other students, he said. 

Dr. Trentham concluded 
the presentations by suggest¬ 
ing approaches the teacher 
might use to reach the under-

achiever. “We must develop 
an awareness of the under¬ 
achiever as a responsi¬ 
bility," he asserted. 

"Our first step in re¬ 
solving these problems is re¬ 
cognizing the under-achiever 
from the academically defic¬ 
ient student," whom the 
University cannot help, he 
pointed out. 

Dr. Trentham said he cur¬ 
rently uses intuition and ob¬ 
servation to pick these stu¬ 
dents out, but suggested that 
a better way might be for 
a guidance service to send 
e^ch teacher a list of stu¬ 
dents whose academic work 
is "not consistent with their 
previous history of achieve¬ 
ment,” 

Dr. Trentham proceeded 
to list steps which teachers 
can take to help the under- 
acheiver: 

(a) "We should create 
an atmosphere in the class¬ 
room which permits the stu¬ 
dent to keep his self-respect 
whether he meets our expect¬ 
ation of achievement or not..." 

(b) "Practical appli¬ 
cations of the subject matter 
should be cited when pos¬ 
sible..." 

(c) "We should counsel 
with the under-achiever in 
private.”

Nearly 300 community 
leaders, professional person¬ 
nel, and interested citizens 
met Wednesday and Thurs¬ 
day, May 1-2, at the UTM 
University Center for a “Re¬ 
gional Youth Opportunity 
Institute’’ to discuss the needs 
and opportunities of young 
people ages 1-21 In North¬ 
west Tennessee. 

The Institute was sponsor¬ 
ed by the UTM Department 
of Education under a grant 
provided by Title I of the High¬ 
er Education Act of 1965. 

Those attending Wednes¬ 
day heard guest speakers J. 
Howard Warf, State Commis¬ 
sioner of Education; Dr. Nat 
Winston, Jr., State Commis¬ 
sioner of Mental Health; and 
the Honorable Kenneth G. 
Turner, Memphis Juvenile 
Court Judge. 

Thursday’s program fea¬ 
tured James Alexander, Gov¬ 
ernor Buford Ellington’s 
staff director for the Division 
of Industrial Development, 
Frank Prins, Jr., President 
of the Greenfield Division of 
Kellwood Company; Charlie 
M. Dunn, Assistant Commis¬ 
sioner for Vocational-Techni¬ 
cal Education; and Dr. Glenn 
S. Gallien, Head, UTM Depart¬ 
ment of Education. 

James E. Hadden, UTM 
Assistant Professor of Ed¬ 
ucation, served as Director 
of the Institute. 

Dr. Archie R. Dykes, UTM 
Vice President and Chancel¬ 
lor, spoke briefly to open¬ 
ing sessions on both days, 
emphasizing the rapid changes 
and progress taking place 
in our society and the fact 
that they produce problems 
as well as opportunities. 

We have used the excuses 
of community tradition and 
lack of money to ease our 
consciences about lack of pro¬ 
gress In our schools, Dr. Gal¬ 
lien, said in his address. 

“If the school and com¬ 
munity are to meet their re¬ 
sponsibility to youth, recog¬ 
nition must be given to the 
fact that it is in our class¬ 
rooms that much of our 
children’s lives will be 
shaped,’’ Dr. Gallien told 
those in attendance. “If the 
challenge is to be met in the 


Walker Named 
Grounds Head 


Out of retirement Into a 
full-time, man-sized job, all 
In about one day, is the story 
of Aaron Walker, Weakley 
County farm agent from 1943 
to 1968. 

Walker’s new job is su¬ 
pervisor of grounds, In charge 
of UTM campus beautification, 
according to Dr. Jack G. Mays, 
coordinator of development. 
Walker began work May 1. 

He served as assistant 
farm agent of Hardin County 
from 1934 to 1943 and taught 
school and coached at Dres¬ 
den High School from 1931 to 
1934. 

A native of Madison 
County, Walker received the 
A. B. Degree from Lambuth 
College and has done gradu¬ 
ate work at the University of 
Tennessee and the University 
of Arkansas. He graduated 
from Jackson High School 
prior to entering college. 


classroom teacher training 
programs must be Improved, 
continuing career develop¬ 
ment encouraged, and new 
techniques used. 

“Perhaps our key chal¬ 
lenge today Is to provide lead¬ 
ership for keeping our schools 
In proper proportion, to teach 
the less advantaged along with 
the advantaged, and to segre¬ 
gate abilities rather than other 
things,’’ Dr. GaUien said. “In 
many places classrooms are 
overcrowded and curricula 
are outdated. Most of 
our qualified teachers are un¬ 
derpaid and many of our paid 
teachers are unqualified. We 
must seek an educational sys¬ 
tem which grows In quality 
as well as in size.’’ 

In his address, Dunn noted 
that education must be more 
than custodial care and the 
schools must see our youth 
through to employment. He 
stressed the need for more 
vocational- technical educa¬ 
tion and pointed out that un¬ 
skilled youth Include high 
school graduates as well as 
drop-outs. 

“Only 15 to 20 percent go 
to college, but college pre¬ 
paratory work is still the cen¬ 
ter of our high school curri¬ 
culum’’, he emphasized. 

Some progress toward vo¬ 
cational-technical training in 
the high schools is occurring, 
Dunn said, and the area train¬ 
ing schools such as the one 
at McKenzie are helping to fill 
gap. 

Representing industrial 
management at the Thursday 
session of the Institute, Prins 
stressed the need for educa¬ 
tional, business and indust¬ 
rial leaders to plan and work 
together to see that high school 
students get training for spec¬ 
ific technical skills along with 
their general education. He 
pointed out that 80 per cent 
of the nation’s high school 
graduates do not attend col¬ 
lege. Many of these possess 
the talent for acquiring tech¬ 
nical skills, he added. 

“Industrial growth In Ten¬ 
nessee and the shift from an 
agrarian to an Industrial eco¬ 
nomy have brought problems 
as well as progress. One of 
these Is that the lack of tech¬ 
nical - vocational programs 
In local high schools place 
non-college bound youth In a 
difficult situation regarding 
employment,’* Prins stated. 

“Vocational education 
must cease to be a dumping 
ground for problem students. 
It must become the construc¬ 
tive entity in the secondary 
curriculum that necessity de¬ 
mands. Industrialization and 
automation are Increasing the 
demand for various services 
through an economic chain 
reaction. The changes they 
are bringing about produce 
Increased employment op¬ 
portunities for high school 
graduates which should not 
be overlooked. The time is 
now for education, business, 
Industry and government In 
Northwest Tennessee to link 
arms In a cooperative effort 
to provide more and better 
occupational education,’’ 
Prins concluded. 

“Skills have been greatly 
lacking in the Industrializa¬ 
tion of Tennessee,” Alexan¬ 
der said in his address to 
the group. Area vocational 
training schools are bringing 
about Improvement In the sit¬ 
uation, but the public school 


educational program Is also 
vital to Industrial expansion. 

“Tennessee Is the nation’s 
15th most Industrialized 
state, ” Alexander noted, 
and the year 1967 was highly 
successful In industrial ex¬ 
pansion. During the year 
41,699 new jobs were created, 
and 12,600 of thes were In 
West Tennessee. The tide has 
turned In the losing of popu¬ 
lation by out-mlgratlon since 
1950-60. 

In the 1960-65 period 84 to 95 
of the counties gained rather 
than lost population.” He 
urged the youth leaders to 
work for a congenial indust¬ 
rial-local governmental cli¬ 
mate in their communities. 

Juvenile delinquency as 
a stifling influence on youth 
opportunities was emphasized 
by Judge Turner In his address 
Wednesday. He pointed out 
that 62 per cent of our ma¬ 
jor crimes are committed by 
children under 18 and that 
it is time to look at the roots 
of juvenile delinquency. Judge 
Turner listed three main 
causes of delinquency, Includ¬ 
ing social disorganization is 
the biggest cause of juvenile 
deliquency, he said. 

In his address to the group 
Wednesday, Commissioner 
Winston spoke on the psychia¬ 
tric aspects of youth pro¬ 
blems. He pointed out that 
while the most obvious Illness 
is psychosis or insanity, 
schizophrenia accounts for the 
larger percentage of mental 
Illness among young people. 
He said that perfect solutions 
to the problems of mental 
illness have not yet been found. 

In the opening address at 
the Institute Wednesday, Com¬ 
missioner Warf spoke opti¬ 
mistically about thepublic ed¬ 
ucation system in Tennessee 
today. He pointed out that the 
average teacher’s salary next 
year will be $6,500 as com¬ 
pared with $6,097 this year. 
He said the major problem 
In moving faster on the ed¬ 
ucation front is finding suf¬ 
ficient tax money to do the 
job. 

Among the pluses for youth 
In the state, he listed 22 area 
vocational technical schools 
now In existance with two more 
being developed, two terminal 
two - year technical Institutes, 
one In Chattanooga and 
the other In Memphis, the 
student loan program support¬ 
ed by the state and the fed¬ 
eral government, the voca¬ 
tional rehabilitation training 
with 14 centers mostly for the 
mentally handicapped, 

Instructional television pro¬ 
gram In various areas of the 
state, 40 state supported kin¬ 
dergartens, state financial 
support for guidance counsel¬ 
ors, more Instructional equip¬ 
ment in -schools than ever 
before, more temedlal read¬ 
ing programs being developed 
and federal aid to schools 
on desegregation problems. 

The last hour of Wednes¬ 
day’s and Thursday’s program 
was devoted to discussions 
In “Work Groups” concern¬ 
ed with finding new resources 
and better coordinating exist¬ 
ing opportunities for young 

people In the area. Possible 
contributions by the Univer¬ 
sity in this area were also 
discussed.

White Defense 

Shows Strength 


A crowd estimated at 3,000 
saw the Whites hold off a late* 
fourth quarter surge and go on 
to win 13-6 In the annual 
Orange-White Game here last 
Saturday night. The White 
Squad consisted of the first 
defensive and second pffenslve 
starting units, while the 
Orange consisted of the first 
offensive and second defensive 
units. 

The White team threatened 
first, with break-ln passes 
from Allan Cox to Will Heath 
moving the ball Into Orange 
territory. Faced with a fourth 
down and 10, Heath attempted 
a 47 yd. field goal which 
fell short. 

The Orange took the ball 
00 their own 20, but constant 
pressure by defensive tackle 
Julian Nunamaker made 
the Orange attack falter. 

Following a nine-yard 
scamper by fullback Duff 
Makl, Cox again took to the 
air for the Whites and connect¬ 
ed with Heath for an 18 yard 
scoring toss. Heath added the 
extra point and the Whites 
led 7-0. 

The Orange tried tc 
bounce back after the kick¬ 
off but two successive clipping 
penalties put them back .on 
their own 15. 

The Whites took over only 
to have a pass picked off 
by defensive halfback Glenn 
Bruce at the Orange 30 yard 
line. 

After a dive up the middle 
by tailback Jim Wiggins, 
Orange quarterback ErolHook 
passed to wlngback Steve Al¬ 
lison covering 45 yards and 
giving the Orange a first down 
on the White 25. Two off¬ 
sides by the White defense 
moved the ball to the 15. Hook 
then found end Mitch Harring¬ 
ton open for the score. Line¬ 
backer Bill Powell blocked the 
extra point attempt and the 
score stood at 7-6. 

The Whites took the kick¬ 
off and, aided by the inside 
running of Makl and quarter¬ 
back optl onsbetween Cox and 
tailback Tommy Baker, moved 
toe ball Into Orange territory. 
Three consecutive passes 
from Cox to Heath put the 
ball on the Orange 10 where 
Cox then found wlngback Bob¬ 
by Moulton free for toe score. 
Heath’s attempt at toe extra 
point was blocked by Orange 
linebacker Terry Glltner, but 
the Whites led 13-6 as toe 
first half came to a close. 

The Orange opened toe 
second half with quarter¬ 
back Hook and tailback Wig¬ 
gins doing most of toe ball 
carrying. They moved to the 
29 yard line of toe Whites 
before toe White defense fired 
up and threw Hook for two 


consecutive losses, forcing a 
punt by Gene Sides. 

As toe fourth quarter be¬ 
gan, toe Whites again found 
themselves in trouble as toe 
Orange moved to their 27. 
Tommy Slack then came In 
at quarterback for toe Orange 
and hit tight end Richard Whit¬ 
field with a toss to toe 13. 
An illegal procedure penalty 
dropped toe Orange back five 
yards. With fourth down and 
goal on toe 15, toe Orange were 
stopped by a sizeable defen¬ 
sive rush. 

When the Whites took over, 
they were again stopped by toe 
Orange defense. 

The Orange offensive unit 
Immediately went to toe air. 
After a 16 yardtoss from Slack 
to Allison was nullified by a 
penalty, fullback Carey Boals 
slammed 14 yards off right 
guard. Slack then proceeded 
to toss a 33 yard bomb to Al¬ 
lison putting toe Orange In 
scoring position on the White 
12 yard line. 

Here toe drive faltered as 
Orange back Cliff Krug was 
tossed for a six yard loss. 
Two Slack passes failed to hit 
their mark, and Hook came In 
with an unsuccessful sweep 
around left end. 

The Whites took over and 
ran out toe clock for the 13- 
6 victory. 

The game was the first 
public appearance for the Tan¬ 
gerine Bowl Champion Vols, 
and Coach Carroll was pleased 
with toe overall effort of both 
squads. 

Makl led White ball car¬ 
riers with an average of five 
yards per carry, while Boals 
led toe Orange with six yards 
per carry. 

In toe passing department, 
Cox hit on 13 of 23 for 106 
yards, while Hook and Slack 
combined for 5 completions 
for 113 yards. 

Heath took toe game’s re¬ 
ceiving honors catching 10 for 
73 yards and one touch down. 
Allslon topped Orange receiv¬ 
ers by catching four for 87 
yards.
